(the posh version of H&M) 
at 5.55pm on the dot. 



T don't think living in our neck of the woods 
has ever been so exciting. Isn't it odd 
that in a recession, one of the poorest 
boroughs in London should be having 
such a heyday? You can't move in Peckham 
for new cafes and delis, boys with interesting hair 
and handlebar moustaches (to match their bikes) 
and girls with funny shoes. 

I've never experienced living anywhere 
particularly fashionable before - on the contrary. 
I've always felt defensive admitting to where 
I lived. Twenty years ago no one had heard of 
Camberwell, and Peckham made people flinch. 

But at last we have what loads of London has had 
for years - trendy bars, street markets and bona 
fide cultural hotspots. The South London Gallery 
has emerged from its 90s cocoon of neglect, 
Dulwich Picture Gallery continues to blow off its 
traditionalist cobwebs with its current exhibition 
A Crisis of Brilliance, and even the Royal Court 
Theatre is coming to SE15 next month with The 
Strange Undoing of Prudencia Hart (5-9 August), 
hosted by the Bussey Building. 

Londoners are blessed with culture. We're so 
marinated in it that sometimes we forget to even 
notice it's there. Occasionally, if I'm reading on 
the bus I will forget to check out the lions as we 
trundle past Trafalgar Square. I never imagined 
I'd get so blase. When I first came to London the 
sight of the illuminated Coca Cola ad in Piccadilly 
Circus made me palpitate! It's only when I travel

outside of London that I remember to appreciate 
the huge ever-present tide of 'stuff' that we can 
indulge in any time we like - the bridges, the 
statues and the buildings that people from all 
around the world buy picture postcards of. 

Recently, Tate Britain reconfigured its 
collection into a chronological walk-through of 
500 years of art. It's free, it's amazing and (don't 
tell anyone) you can usually park on a Saturday 
within five minutes of the main entrance. 

In the last month I've seen several art 
exhibitions, a ballet and a play in a room above 
a pub on a Sunday afternoon (check out Theatre 



503 in Battersea, which has cleverly twigged that 
the Sunday matinee is the perfect end to the 
cultural weekend). What better than 90 minutes 
of fringe theatre and home in time for wine 
o'clock and bath time? 

Really I don't want to diss anywhere else, 
but the truth of the matter is that everywhere 
else is smaller and duller and these days. I only 
really feel happy when I can see the reassuring 
flash of a big red London bus out of the corner 
of my eye. 

The only other thing I have to say about the 
vast superiority of London is. Thank Goodness 
this magazine only falls into the hands of locals 
- can you imagine how infuriatingly smug a 
non-Londoner would find this article? Ha ha ha!

Restoring a Victorian icon 

Local architect Benedict O’Looney on his work with a community group 
to restore a long overlooked Victorian Landmark - Peckham Rye Station

O ne of the highlights of Peckham's 
architecture is Peckham Rye 
Station, built by Victorian 
architect Charles Henry Driver for the 
London Brighton and South Coast 
Railway in 1865.1 have been working 
with community group Peckham Vision 
to bring back some of the Victorian 
glamour to this local landmark. 

Though now hidden behind a 30s 
arcade, the Grade 11-listed building is one 
of the grandest on Rye Lane. It's unusual 
height and stature was dictated by the 
railway line coming from the west through 
the higher ground of Denmark Hill. The 
station was built in the fashionable French 
Renaissance "Second Empire" style by 
railway architect CH Driver. With its 
elaborate stone detailing and zinc-clad 
pavilion roofs, it is a compact version 
of the Louvre in Peckham Town Centre. 
Driver also built the beautiful Denmark Hill 
and Battersea Park Stations. 

The station's grandeur declined in 
the mid-20th century with a re-ordering 
of circulation in the station and the 
rebuilding of the southern platforms in 
1962. All of the elaborate iron and timber 
detailing on the platforms and booking 
hall were removed, and in the 1960s, the 
huge waiting room, latterly a billiard hall, 
was bricked up and forgotten. 

In recent years, my practice, Benedict 
O'Looney Architects, working with 
Peckham Vision, has opened up and 
restored some of these lost interiors. With 
grants from Southwark's Community 
Council and the Railway Heritage Trust, 
new windows and doors have been 
installed and many of the surviving 
Victorian windows refurbished, revealing 
a series of remarkable interiors. The 
grandest of these, the Old Waiting Room, 
has had its floor restored and new 
lighting, and community events and 
exhibitions are starting to be held here. 

Southwark Council and Network Rail 
have exciting plans for this transport hub. 
The Peckham Gateway project will see the 
demolition of the 1930s station arcade, 
recreating the open station square that 
once existed, meaning a new public space 
for the congested Rye Lane and a new 
lease of life for this venerable building.

L ike its varied population, 
London architecture is a 
collision of contrasting yet 
complementing cultures 
and eras. Old meets new 
meets mid century... And then there are 
the listed buildings, where maintaining 
the original fabric and features 
of the building is key. 

Crystal Palace husband-and-wife 
team Claire Hunte and Lindsay Gibbons 
are becoming well versed in the varying 
property styles of the area. Since having 
to make the most of their first one-

Matthew Wilson, principal garden designer for Clifton Nurseries, 
on keeping your garden fresh and colourful through August

A ugust is the height of the holiday 
season - and hurrah for that - but 
without a little TLC and good 
planning it's all too easy for our gardens 
to go into holiday mode too. With the 
fresh foliage of spring a distant memory 
and early summer's flush of flowers 
fading fast, gardens can quickly take on 
a rather tired look. Partly this is due to 
there being surprisingly few plants that 
actually come into flower during August. 

With a little effort and a bit of 
planning though, it's easy to keep your 
garden looking fresh and colourful. 
Although there aren't many perennial 
plants coming into flower, this is the 
peak time for many annuals, including 
some of the most vibrantly coloured 
flowers. Pelargonium (also known 
as geranium) are at their gaudy best, 
and a big pot of bright red blooms is 
guaranteed to lift a garden. Dahlia can 
be bought in pots, and should be full 
of flower and ideal for filli ng gaps in 
borders where early plants have gone 
over. I like using Cosmos for this 
purpose too, partly because they have 
a more natural, softer appearance than 
a lot of summer bedding. If you hanker 
for the exotic, Indian shot plant (Canna 
indica) and banana (Musa basjoo) start 
to peak in August and have a 
wonderfully tropical look, which can 
make a dusty late summer garden feel 
lush and green. 

Tired looking perennials like 
geraniums, alchemilla and nepeta can be 
freshened up by giving them a trim with 


secateurs, removing any spent flowers 
and damaged leaves. This will encourage 
a fresh flush of foliage, helping to 
smarten up borders, and in some cases 
a second flush of flowers. A word of 
warning though; after cutting back make 
sure to give the plants a really good 


water, and keep watering during dry 
and hot weather until the foliage has 
recovered. And don't forget to keep 
deadheading repeat-flowering roses, 
in doing so you'll keep them flowering 
until the first frosts arrive. 

Lastly, if your lawn goes a little yellow 
in hot weather, don't worry too much 
and definitely don't waste water on it. 
Lawns will almost always recover once 
temperatures cool and reliable rain 
starts to fall again. In the meantime, 
keep the lawn edges trimmed and cut 
to keep them tidy and use the time you 
save not mowing the lawn so much to 
make your beds as beautiful as possible!

Perfect to share or indulge in alone, Spanish food has taken 
over London - but can many boast real tapas temptation? 


M ost days, you'll be lucky 
to get a chair. Well, 
without a decent wait, 
that is. But the usual 15 
minute hiatus is made 
all the more bearable by an ice-cold 
glass of Manzanilla sherry. And the 
thought of the feast ahead. There are 
burnished tortillas, small but perfectly 
formed, oozing just runny egg at the 
mere mention of knife. Tissue paper thin 
slices of lomo, and nuttily beautiful 
shards of jamon iberico, sit alongside 
great chunks of chorizo. And prawns, so 
fresh they still sing of the sea, scattered 
in salt and cooked on La Plancha. 

A whole grilled quail, with a stickily 
crisp skin, is devoured in moments. As 
are fat croquetas, stuffed with silken, 
ham flecked bechamel. And a salad of 
crisp gem lettuce, draped with 
beautifully saline anchovies and nuggets 
of good Serrano too. Here at Barrafina 
(barrafina.co.uk) in Soho, there's no 
pomp or pretension. Just Spanish food 
at its very best. 

And Barrafina's not alone. Because in 
London, it's possible to seek out Iberian 
food that would impress even the most 
exacting of Spanish, Basques, or 
Catalan. It wasn't always thus. A couple 
of decades back, Spanish food was a 
byword for barely edible gloom; limp, 
lifeless chorizo flailing in a mess of teeth 
strippingly tart red wine; tortilla more 
suited to throwing than eating; squid 
clad in grease sodden batter; and 
sangria. Always damned sangria. 
Traditional Spanish food is rarely 
complex, or concerned with visual 
seduction. But it does demand 
superior ingredients. 

Salt Yard never ceases to thrill, from 
a plate of three different Manchego 
cheeses (beautifully sourced) to tapas 
that make the taste buds swoon. Don't 
miss their salt cod croquetas. And 
chicken, morcilla and black bean stew. 

Brindisa (brindisa.co.uk), the brilliant 
supplier of brilliant Spanish produce, 
has a wonderful restaurant in Borough 
Market (along with branches in South 
Kensington and Soho) while their former 
chef, Jose Pizarro (josepizarro.com), has

a small tapas bar (Jose) and a bigger 
restaurant (Pizarro) just down the road. 
Again, ingredients are flawless and 
cooking sublime. 

I've never eaten a bad bite at Moro 
(moro.co.uk) in Exmouth Market, one of 
the real Spanish pioneers. Sam and Sam 
Clark concentrate on the Moorish 
influence, which means you'll find dishes 
that meld Arabic and Iberian. So the 
labneh comes with exquisite grilled lamb 
chops, while yoghurt flecked with black 
cumin sits alongside charcoal roasted 
pigeon breast. And don't miss Morito 
next door. Serious tapas, at decent 
prices too. 

South Kensington is a good hunting 
ground too. Cambio de Tercio 
(cambiodetercio.co.uk) was the place I 
first tasted proper Spanish food. 
Sumptuous ox tail, a magnificent pulpo 
alia Gallega (octopus, potatoes and 
paprika) and some of the best Iberico 
ham to ever pass your lips. 

Fino (finorestaurant.com) is the elder 
sibling of Barrafina, and was quite 
groundbreaking when it first opened ten 
years back. I recently went to its 10th 
birthday party, and the food was as 
impressive as ever. It's modern Spanish, 
but never forgets its roots. Morcilla with 
quails eggs, arroz negras, and some very 
serious meat. 

Iberica (ibericalondon.co.uk), on 
Great Portland Street, is a ham master, 
and their tapas are simple, but never less 
than superb. While El Pirata de Tapas 
(elpiratadetapas.co.uk), on Westbourne 
Grove, is a local favourite, watched over 
by the immensely skilled Omar Allibhoy. 
He is also the man behind Tapas 
Revolution (tapasrevolution.com) in 
Westfield, a restaurant that proves that 
proper tapas can be done at very 
reasonable prices. 

Nowadays, respectable Spanish food 
is no longer an annual treat. Sure, there 
are still the cut-price grot-holes, but at 
long last this great cuisine has the 
restaurants to do it proud.

THE GREAT EXHIBITION 

South east London seems to have really 
embraced the craft beer revolution, 
with local microbreweries like Brockley 
Brewery, Kernel and Late Knights all 
starting to make a name for themselves. 

I can't claim to know my ales 
(though I'm a huge fan of the Innis 
& Gunn honey-hued ales, brewed in 
whisky barrels) but Dan Luker, who 
runs The Great Exhibition in East 
Dulwich, does. He sings the praises of 
SIBA, the trade organisation that has 
made it possible for pubs to carry beers 
by smaller producers. The house ale 
here is Laine's Best - a lightly hopped 
easy drinker - the rest are rotated 
weekly. At the start of the week you'll 
generally find three on tap, bolstered 
to five in the run up to the weekend. 
And if you can't decide, opt for a paddle 
of three, smaller sized drinks to try. 

We sampled the Dancing Duck 
Brewery's Ay Up, a 'generously 
hopped' pale ale with a touch of 
sweetness and honey. Sticking with 
interesting names, we also sampled 
a bottle of Beavertown, brewed in 
E3 with hops imported from America. 
This one's sharp and quite bitter, 
perfect for a hot day. 

And after all that ale swilling and 
hop chat, we decided to cast our eyes 
over the menu - oh look, Laine's ale 
battered haddock and chips!

The Lido Cafe 


S ummer in the city can be stifling, 
but not here. Bag a table on the 
terrace at The Lido Cafe and you'll 
feel like you've been transported to the 
Mediterranean. On a sunny day, seated 
below the parasols overlooking the pool, 
there is no prettier place to be. 

I arrived with friends on a Wednesday 
evening, ordered some bread and olives 
and a bottle of the creamy, aromatic 
Conte Bassi Veneto Pinot Grigio, and set 
to task tweeting pictures of our glorious 
surrounds (I know, we're insufferable). 
Now, our usual tactic is to order different 
dishes and share, but none of us could 
resist the lure of the smoked, cargrilled 
chorizo on toast with piquillo pepper, 
rocket and alioli - the sweet pepper 
balancing the bold, smoky chorizo. 

I followed up with a beautifully 
presented silver mullet fillet with English 
'Nduja (spicy sausage), wild garlic and 
potato hash and chargrilled spring 
onions, the delicate flavour of the meaty 
fish bolstered by the 'Nduja. My friends 
muttered delight over the halloumi 
burger in brioche bun with tomato 
relish and fab triple-cooked chips, and 
the baked aubergine with chermoula 
(a Moroccan marinade), bulgar, walnut 
pesto with roast vine tomatoes. 

The menu is modern British with 
continental and middle-eastern accents. 


each dish thoughtfully balanced with 
textures and flavours created from 
seasonal ingredients. No wonder The 
Lido Cafe won the Time Out Eating and 
Drinking Awards 2011 for Best Park 
Cafe, as well as Best for Service in this 
year's Living South Restaurant Awards. 

Dessert is a given. We sampled the 
out-of-this-world cardamom and 
pistachio tart with orange sorbet, a bowl 
of homemade vanilla, pistachio and 
rosewater and cardamom ice cream, 
and the wonderfully whiffy Bermondsey 
spa cheese with fig chutney - all paired 
with the recommended dessert wines.

How did you start out in property?

market property, I think we'll see another 
period of rapid growth due to further 
demand for property. Buyers with their 
own 5% deposit will be able to access 
better mortgage rates by having up to 
20% of their loan guaranteed by the 
Government.

Taking Buy to Let 
to Olympic Heights 

With a volatile stock market and saving rates 
so low that only a handful of accounts are 
just about keeping up with inflation, it is of no 
surprise that more and more people are looking 
at buy to let for long term returns. Properties 
still hold that age old appeal that, whilst other 
investment options come and go, bricks and 
mortar still represent a solid and tangible long 
term investment, something that always seems 
to feature in well balanced, diverse portfolio. 

Research carried out by the Guardian with 375 
financial advisors showed that more than a 
third were expecting increased interest in Buy 
to Let investments in 2013 and nearly two thirds 
of advisors believe that UK residential property 
investment would help with pension planning.
